ESCAPE PLAN SAVED ROCKEFELLERS 
WHEN FIRE SWEPT N.Y. MANSION 


On the night of March 2nd this year Nelson Rockefeller 
Governor of New York, retired at the 100-year-old Execu­ 
tive Mansion in Albany. He had gone to bed earlier than 
usual because of a touch of flu. Mrs. Rockefeller was sleeping 
in an adjoining room 
Shortly before midnight the Governor was awakened by 
the smell of smoke. At that moment Mrs. Rockefeller pound­ 
ed on the door and called out that the mansion was afire. 
The Governor sprang out of bed and helped Mrs. Rocke­ 
feller out a window— onto a porch roof. Then he stepped out 
onto the porch room himself. 
Fire apparatus arrived a moment later and the Rockefell­ 
ers descended to the ground down a fire ladder. They were 
safe and uninjured. 
They* had escaped from a fire that did about $500,000 
*’ «*riHge to the mansion. 
Commenting on their escape afterward. Governor Rocke- 
'< Her said th at the porch roof “ was especially designed” for 
nurpose of escaping from the bedroom in case of fire. 
“T figured that out a long time ago.” the Governor said. 
Everyone should have a plan for escape from fire in the 
home, the National Board of Fire Underwriters asserts. 
As in the case of the Rockefellers, where faulty wiring 
was believed to be the cause of the Albany blaze, fire strikes 
without warning. 
Every two minutes around the clock there is a fire in a 
home somewhere in the United States. There are definite 
steps von can take to be prepared if fire should strike your 
home. You owe it to yourself to sit down with your family 
and work out an escape plan now, to be prepared for any 
contingency. 
Here’s what you should do: 
Call all members of the household together now and map 
out an escape plan. 
Make sure everyone knows that in case of fire you should: 
• First, get everyone out of the house. 
• Then call the fire department. 
The first two or three minutes after you discover a fire 
may be the most important minutes of your life. 
As for the escape plan: 
1. Figure out two possible escape routes to the ground 
from any upstairs bedroom. If one of the escape routes is 
cut off. you will have the alternate one to use. Make sure 
every member of the family as well as any guests are fa­ 
miliar with the two routes. 
After you have worked out the plan, rehearse it. It should 
he possible to evacuate all members of the family in less 
than one minute. 
2. if you are sleeping in a closed upstairs bedroom, anrl 
wake up smelling smoke, don’t rush out into the hallway 
immediately. Go to the door, and place the palm of your 
hand on it. If the door feels hot. the hall wav may already 
he aflame or filled with hot and toxic gases. Choose anothei 
escape route, or go to the window and awaken the famih 
and neighbors by shouting “Fire!” If there is a phone in thr 
room , uiekly call the fire deuartmentq. 
If the door doesn’t feel hot. you may open it slighth 
Brace the door with your foot, and holding your head away, 
put your hand across the opening to ascertain how hot th^ 
afr Is. 
If the hallway seems to be cool and there are no flames or 
smoke pouring up the stairway, you may be able to use 
this regular route of escape. 
If there is any question about safe passage down the 
stairs, however, go back to the window. If there is a porch 
roof outside, step out onto the porch roof. If not, stay by 
the window and await rescue. 
At any odds, keep the bedroom door closed, it can give 
vou two to five minutes of extra time if there are flames in 
the hallway outside. 
Remember, do not jump out the window unless it is nec­ 
essary. You might injure yourself needlessly. 
Open the window wide, breathe the fresh air outside, and 
stay calm. 
If smoke and flames are beginning to enter the room 
around the door and it becomes necessary to jum p to the 
ground, take these precautions: 
Drop blankets and other bedding, pillows, clothing or any­ 
thing else soft on the ground beneath the window. This will 
provide a cushion to land on. Then, lower yourself from th; 
window sill as far a< possible to reduce the distance to th 
ground, and drop onto the pile of bedding. 
You’ve probably seen pictures of paratroopers landin 
Remember how they let themselves land loosely, minimi” 
ing the possibility of breaking bones. Let vourself lan 
feet down, with !?<rs loosely flexed to cushion the drop.

ESCAPE PLAN SAVED ROCKEFELLERS 
WHEN FIRE SWEPT N.Y. MANSION 


On the night of March 2nd this year Nelson Rockefeller 
Governor of New York, retired at the 100-year-old Execu­ 
tive Mansion in Albany. He had gone to bed earlier than 
usual because of a touch of flu. Mrs. Rockefeller was sleeping 
in an adjoining room 
Shortly before midnight the Governor was awakened by 
the smell of smoke. At that moment Mrs. Rockefeller pound­ 
ed on the d o o r and called out that the mansion was afire. 
The Governor sprang out of bed and helped Mrs. Rocke­ 
feller out a window—onto a porch roof. Then he stepped out 
onto the porch room himself. 
Fire apparatus arrived a moment later and the Rockefell­ 
ers descended to the ground down a fire ladder. They were 
safe and uninjured. 
They had escaped from a fire that did about $300,000 
*’ ,vnage to the mansion. 
Commenting on their escape afterward. Governor Rocke- 
Y'lJer said that the porch roof “was especially designed” for 
nurpose of escaping from the bedroom in case of fire. 
“T figured that out a long time ago,” the Governor said. 
Evervone should have a plan for escape from fire in the 
home, the National Board of Fire Underwriters asserts. 
As in the case of the Rockefellers, where faulty wiring 
was believed to he the cause of the Albany blaze, fire strikes 
without warning. 
Every two minutes around the clock there is a fire in a 
home somewhere in the United States. There are definite 
steps you can take to be prepared if fire should strike your 
home. You owe it to yourself to sit down with your family 
and work out an escape plan now. to he prepared for any 
contingency. 
Here’s what you should do: 
Call all members of the household together now and map 
out an escape plan. 
Make sure everyone knows that in case of fire you should: 
• First, get everyone out of the house. 
• Then call the fire department. 
The first two or three minutes after you discover a fire 
may he the most important minutes of your life. 
As for the escape plan: 
1. Figure out two possible escape routes to the ground 
from any upstairs bedroom. If one of the escape routes is 
cut off. you will have the alternate one to use. Make sure 
every member of the family as well as any guests are fa­ 
miliar with the two routes. 
After you have worked out the plan, rehearse it. It should 
he possible to evacuate all members of the family in less 
than one minute. 
2. If you are sleeping in a closed upstairs bedroom, anrl 
wake up smelling smoke, don’t rush out into the hallwav 
immediately. Go to the door, and place the palm of your 
hand on it. If the door feels hot. the hallwav may already 
he aflame or filled with hot and toxic gases. Choose another 
escape route, or go to the window and awaken the famih 
and neighbors by shouting “F ire!” If there is a phone in th» 
room, uickly call the fire denartmentq. 
If the door doesn't feel hot. you may open it slighth 
Brace the door with your foot, and holding your head away, 
put your hand across the opening to ascertain how hot the 
air 1* . 
If the hallway seems to he cool and there are no flames or 
smoke pouring up the stairway, you may he able to use 
this regular route of escape. 
If there is any question about safe nassage down the 
stairs, however, go back to the window. If there is a porch 
roof outside, step out onto the porch roof. If not. stay by 
the window and await rescue. 
At any odds, keep the bedroom door closed. It can give 
vou two to five minutes of extra time if there are flames in 
the hallway outside. 
Remember, do not jump out the window unless it is nec­ 
essary. You might injure yourself needlessly. 
Open the window wide, breathe the fresh air outside, and 
stay calm. 
If smoke and flames are beginning to enter the room 
around the door and it becomes necessary to jump to the 
ground, take these precautions: 
Drop blankets and other bedding, pillows, clothing or any­ 
thing else soft on the ground beneath the window. This will 
provide a cushion to land on. Then, lower yourself from th? 
window sill as far as possible to reduce the distance to th 
ground, and drop onto the pile of bedding. 
You’ve probably seen pictures of paratroopers landin 
Remember how they let themselves land loosely, minimi'’ 
ing the possibility of breaking bones. Let vourself I?n 
feet down, with !eq> loosely flexed to cushion the drop.

Relief “ A La Newburgh” 


Until recently, it’s safe to say, a 
com paratively sm all proportion of 
Am erican 
people 
had 
e v e r 
heard of Newburgh. New York, a 
city of 31.000 on the Hudson River. 
But Newburgh has been very much 
in the news of late, and has been 
the subject of lengthy articles in 
num bers of 
national 
m agazines 
and 
leading 
new spapers. 
For 
events in Ne w burg hae focused na­ 
tional attentiqn on the. weJfare pro­ 
gram — and of associated pro­ 
blems and issues that iHTse as a 
welfare 
state develops

Last fall New'burgh hired a new 
and 
experienced 
city 
m anager. 
One of his first acts was to look 
into the relief expenditure situa­ 
tion. He found that the paym ents 
cam e to alm ost a third of the to- 
tual 
municipal 
budget—$983,000 
out of $3,134,000 according to a 
rim e magazine account. Tins was 
m ore than was spent on the police 
and fire departm ents. Additional­ 
ly, such heavy relief spending im ­ 
periled certain needed and want­ 
ed municipal im provem ents, and 
brought with it the prospect of 
higher taxes. 
The upshot was that Newburgh’s 
city council took a long look at the 
tangled relief picture and cam e 
up w'ith a new 13-point code. It is 
this code that has excited national 
no less than state and local con­ 
troversy. It provides, in part, that 
relief paym ents shall be limited 
to a three-month period, except 
for the aged and the physically 
handicapped, that the mothers of 
illegitim ate 
children, 
who 
have 
any more babies out of wedlock, 
shall be denied welfare assistan­ 
ce: that, when possible, relief pay­ 
ments will be m ade through vouch­ 
ers instead of cash 'th e council 
found that some cash paym ents 
were going for liquor and other 
non - necessitiesi, and that able- 
lxxiied men drawing relief pay­ 
m ents would have to put in a 40- 
hour week at city work. 
It would seem that this tough 
,x)licy has met with much more ap­ 
proval than opposition, although, 
of course, there is plenty of the 
latier. A num ber of leading public 
figures have praised it. at least 
in principle. On the other hand.. 
Governor Rockefeller of New York 
is a dissenter, and so is the State 
Board of Social 
W elfare 
which 
pays out about a third of munici­ 
pal relief expenses. A legal pro­ 
blem appears here. Federal law 
requires that the welfare program 
be uniform within a state, so the 
Board fears that Newburgh’s in­ 
transigence could conceivably lead 
to the loss of federal paym ents to 
the whole state. So. in the view ol 
David Franke. writing in National

ESCAPE PLAN SAYED ROCKEFELLERS 
WHEN FIRE SW EPT N.Y* MANSION 


On the night of March 2nd this year Nelson Rockefeller 
Governor of New Y’ork, retired at the 100-year-old Execu­ 
tive Mansion in Albany. He had gone to bed earlier than 
usual because of a touch of flu. Mrs. Rockefeller was sleeping 
in an adjoining room 
Shortly before midnight the Governor was awakened by 
the smell of smoke. At that moment Mrs. Rockefeller pound­ 
ed on the door and called out that the mansion was afire. 
The Governor sprang out of bed and helped Mrs. Rocke­ 
feller out a window—onto a porch roof. Then he stepped out 
onto the porch room himself. 
Fire apparatus arrived a moment later and the Rockefell­ 
ers descended to the ground down a fire ladder. They were 
safe and uninjured. 
They had escaped from a fire that did about $500,000 
M ila g e to the mansion. 
Commenting on their escape afterward. Governor Rocke­ 
t e r said that the porch roof “was especially designed” for 
nurpose of escaping from the bedroom in case of fire. 
“I figured that out a long time ago.” the Governor said. 
Everyone should have a plan for escape from fire in the 
home, the National Board of Fire Underwriters asserts. 
As in the case of the Rockefellers, where faulty wiring 
was believed to be the cause of the Albany blaze, fire strikes 
without warning. 
Every two minutes around the clock there is a fire in a 
home somewhere in the United States. There are definite 
steps you can take to be prepared if fire should strike your 
home. You owe it to yourself to sit down with your family 
and work out an escape plan now, to he prepared for any 
contingency. 
Here’s what you should do: 
Call all members of the household together now and map 
out an escape plan. 
Make sure everyone knows that in case of fire you should: 
• First, get everyone out of the house. 
• Then call the fire department. 
The first two or three minutes after you discover a fire 
may be the most important minutes of your life. 
As for the escape plan: 
1. Figure out two possible escape routes to the ground 
from any upstairs bedroom. If one of the escape routes is 
cut off. you will have the alternate one to use. Make sure 
every member of the family as well as any guests are fa­ 
miliar with the two routes. 
After you have worked out the plan, rehearse it. It should 
he possible to evacuate all members of the family in less 
than one minute. 
2. If you are sleeping in a closed upstairs bedroom, and 
wake up smelling smoke, don't rush out into the hallway 
immediately. Go to the door, and place the palm of your 
hand on it. If the door feels hot, the hallway may already 
he aflame or filled with hot and toxic gases. Choose anothe» 
escape route, or go to the window and awaken the family 
and neighbors by shouting “ Fire!” If there is a phone in the 
room, uickly call the fire department^. 
If the door doesn't feel hot, you may open it slightly 
Brace the door with your foot, and holding your head away, 
put your hand across the opening to ascertain how hot the 
air Is. 
If the hallway seems to lie cool and there are no flames or 
smoke pouring up the stairway, you may be able to use 
this regular route of escape. 
If there is any question about safe passage down the 
stairs, however, go back to the window. If there is a porch 
roof outside, step out onto the porch roof. If not, stay by 
the window and await rescue. 
At any odds, keep the bedroom door closed. It can give 
vou two to five minutes of extra time if there are flames in 
the hallway outside. 
Remember, do not jump out the window unless it is nec­ 
essary. You might injure yourself needlessly. 
Open the window wide, breathe the fresh air outside, and 
stay calm. 
lf smoke and flames are beginning to enter the room 
around the door and it becomes necessary to jum p to the 
ground, take these precautions: 
Drop blankets and other bedding, pillows, clothing or any­ 
thing else soft on the ground beneath the window. This will 
provide a cushion to land on. Then, lower yourself from th? 
window sill as far as possible to reduce the distance to th 
ground, and drop onto the pile of bedding. 
You’ve probably seen pictures of paratroopers landin 
Remember how they let themselves land loosely, minimi* 
ing the possibility of breaking bones. Let yourself lp.n 
feet down. with lees loosely flexed to cushion the drop.

If you bought a mac­ 
hine ten years ago for $10,000. and 
depreciated it over IO years, the 
depreciation deduction would now 
be used up. But. if you now buy 
a similar machine you will find 
its cost is now $20,000 or more 
Thus, half of the value, in terms 
of today’s dollar, cannot, under 
present law. be depreciated for 
tax purposes. 
“There have been a number of 
methods suggested for dealing with 
this matter. We do not consider 
ourselves expert enough to judge 
which might be most practical.

Relief “A La Newburgh” 


Until recently, it's safe to say, a 
comparatively small proportion of 
American 
people 
had 
e v e r 
heard of Newburgh, New York, a 
city of 31.000 on the Hudson River. 
But New burgh has been very much 
in the news of late, and has been 
the subject of lengthy articles in 
numbers of 
national 
magazines 
and 
leading 
newspapers. 
For 
events in Newburg bae focused na­ 
tional attention on the..welfare pro­ 
gram — and of associated pro­ 
blems and issues that UYTse as a 
welfare state develops and ex­ 
pands. 
Last fall Newburgh hired a new 
and exjjerienced 
city 
manager. 
One of his first acts was to look 
into the relief expenditure situa­ 
tion. He found that the payments 
came to almost a third of the to- 
tual 
municipal 
budget— $983,000 
out of $3,134,000 according to a 
Time magazine account. This was 
more than was spent on the police 
and fire departments. Additional­ 
ly, such heavy relief spending inl­ 
ier lied certain needed and want­ 
ed municipal improvements, and 
brought with it the prospect of 
higher taxes. 
The upshot was that Newburgh's 
city council took a long look at the 
tangled relief picture and came 
up with a new 13-point code. It is 
this code that has excited national 
no less than state and local con­ 
troversy. It provides, in part, that 
relief payments shall be limited 
to a three-month period, except 
for the aged and the physically 
handicapped, that the mothers of 
illegitimate children, 
who have 
any more babies out of wedlock, 
shall be denied welfare assistan­ 
ce; that, when possible, relief pay ­ 
ments will be made through vouch­ 
ers instead of cash (the council 
found that some cash payments 
were going for liquor and other 
non - necessities), and that able­ 
bodied men drawing relief pay­ 
ments would have to put in a 40- 
hour week at city work. 
It would seem that this tough 
policy has met w ith much more ap­ 
proval than opposition, although. 
of course, there is plenty of the 
latter. A number of leading public 
figures have praised it. at least 
in principle. On the other hand., 
Governor Rockefeller of New York 
is a dissenter, and so is the State 
Board of Social 
Welfare 
which 
pays out about a third of munici­ 
pal relief expenses. A legal pro­ 
blem appears here. Federal law 
requires that the welfare program 
be uniform within a state, so the 
Board fears that Newburgh's in­ 
transigence could conceivably lead 
to the loss of federal payments to 
the whole state. So. in the view oi 
David Franke, writing in National 
Review — a view 
which 
many 
boid — the Newburgh case proves 
that federal 
aid 
brings 
fedora, 
control. It shows that federal aid 
impinges not only on states rights 
but on the rights of local govern­ 
ments within the states."

This obviously would give. the 
President life or death power over 
industry. It is regarded in business 
circles as one of the most drastic 
and dangerous proposals ever to 
emanate from the White House. 
President Truman shocked the 
American people by seizing the 
nation's steel plants against which 
a strike had been called. But the 
upreme Court ruled that the vio­ 
lated the Constitution. 
Another weapon Mr. Kennedy 
advocates is the appointment of 
fact finding boards to make rec­ 
ommendations for settlement of 
strikes. 
Mr. Truman also appointed fact­ 
finding boards in dealing with a 
number of major strikes, to the 
surprise of no one, these Truman- 
appointed boards 
always found 
that the '‘facts" sustained labor’s 
contentions. 
A series of reports of this nature 
during the Truman Administration 
greatly stimulated wage increase 
demands by labor — in excess of 
productivity — which have contin­ 
ued to plague the nation’s economy 
to this day. 
Another weapon which Mr. Ken­ 
nedy had advocated is retroactive 
pay orders. It is easy to seq hew 
devastating this could be. 
Other weapons he has proposed 
include mediation and fact-finding 
without public recommendations. 
Mr. Kennedy’s attitute toward 
labor legislation during his entire 
public career was described as fol­ 
lows by the AFL-CIO Committee 
on Political Education COPE* in 
its July 18. 1960, publication: 
"The Democratic nominee for 
President, Senator John Kennedy, 
of Massachusetts, has a perfect 
voting record, from organized la­ 
bor's point of view, on labor leg­ 
islation." 
Mr. Kennedy was described as 
having voted in the interests of 
trade unionists on 33 key labor- 
management issues since entering 
Congress in 1947 — and against 
them not once. 
He voted against the Taft-Hart­ 
ley Act in 1947 while a member of 
the House. In the Senate he led tho 
unsuccessful Right in 1959 against 
many of the major provision? of 
the Landrum-Grtffin Act. which 
was designed to curb union corrup. 
lion. 
In 1952 he voted against a Sen­ 
ate 
resolution 
urging 
President 
Truman to use the Taft-Hartley 
At too stop a steel strike In 1956 
lie criticised P re s e n t Eisenhower 
for using the Act. 
This background must be kept in 
mind in determining the signifi­ 
cance of Mr. Kennedy’* order to 
Secretary Goldberg to "prepare 
for submission to the Congress pro­ 
posals for improving our mechan­ 
ism of dealing with national emer­ 
gency strikes.” 
Secretary Goldberg, too. ha* a 
background of hostility to the Taft- 
Hartlrey Act. As counsel for the 
United Steelworkers in 1959. he at­ 
tacked—all the way to the Supreme 
Court—use of the Tafi-Hartley Act 
in conjunction with a steel strike.

The state Division of Health has 
a register of some 1,000 citizens in­ 
fected with com m unicable tubercu­ 
losis who are spreading the disease 
am ong their fellow' citizens by their 
refusal to confine themselves until 
well. 
Dr. H. M. Hardwicke, director of 
the division of health, says no coun­ 
ty is without som e eight to ten. 
He estim ates that each recalcitrant 
tubercular has infected some eight 
to sixteen children already, chil­ 
dren bemg especially susceptible.

Missouri's motorboat law now be­ 
ing enforced by agents of the Mis­ 
souri Boat Commission and peace 
officers around the state prescrib­ 
e s safety rules and regulations. 
The law applies to all boats with 
motors of more than 10 hp. 
The first rule says that motor­ 
boats shall be effectively muffled 
by equipment so constructed and 
used as to muffle the noise of the 
exhaust “ in a reasonable manner.”

MILK ALLERGY DOUBTED 
IN INFANT ECZEMA 


Cow’s milk, commonly incrimi­ 
nated in infant eczema, apparently 
has little influence on the skin 
rash, a study indicated today. 
Fifty infants suffering severe ec­ 
zema were studied by Dr. Stanley 
S. Freedman, department of pedia­ 
tric allergy, Rhode Island Hospital, 
Providence, R.I. 
“In no instance was cow’s milk 
the sole cause of eczem a,” he said. 
Writing in the current American 
Journal of Diseases of Children, 
published by the American Medi­ 


cal Association, he said: 
“Throughout this investigation it 
was evident that most cases of in­ 
fantile eczema undergo frequent 
spontaneous remissions and exac­ 
erbation irrespective of dietary ma­ 
nipulations. 
“ It

that 
mothers and even doctors are very 
likely 
to 
attribute 
improvement 
and flare-ups to milk sensitivity 
factors, when actually the changes 
m ay be due to the nature of the 
disease or to other factors. 
“In this selected series, cow’s 
milk seemed to exert very little in­ 
fluence upon the course of the ec­ 
zem a.” 
Dr. Freedman said in his study 
an infant’s eczema w as judged to 
be influenced by cow’s milk if the 
eczema was repeatedly ameliorat­ 
ed by the withdrawal of milk or if 
the symptoms could be reproduced 
by the réintroduction of milk. 
In all feeding tests, milk was the 
only variable and each infant was 
challenged with evaporated or pas­ 
teurized milk several times.

souri this fall shows a duck popula­ 
tion of 13,510 at Squaw Creek Na- 
tjonal Wildlife Refuge. There are 
an estim ated 10 to 12 thousand 
ducks at Swan Lake National Wild­ 
life Refuge, according to Richard 
W. Vaught, Conserv ation Commis­ 
sion biologist. 
Vaught said an actual aerial duck 
count could not be m ade at Swan 
Lake not at Fountain Grove State 
Wildlife Area because the birds 
are widely scattered. 
In addition, there are 1,350 Can­ 
ada geese and 855 Blue and Snow 
at Swan Lake and 1,050 Canada 
gee e at Fountain Grove. 
Vaught ha? warned that ducks 
entering the M ississippi Flyway on 
their fed m igration this year could 
Unger in M issouri, giving hunters 
an impression that ducks are plent­ 
iful. 
The 1%1 sea on was cut to 30 
days and the lim its to two daily 
and four In possession in recogni­ 
tion of acute shortages caused by 
a large die-off in 
rirou’h-ridden 
breeding areas of Canada and the 
N orthern United States.

Even rivers in North 
and South Dakota w ere dry.

through the m igratory period.” he 
said, “ there’s 
a 
possibility that 
ducks that do come down the fly­ 
way will hit their first w ater in 
Missouri and a good percentage of 
the flyway population could pile up 
here.”

life Refuge, according to Richard 
W. Vaught. Conservation Commis- 
sion biologic. 
Vaught said an actual aerial duck 
count could not be m ade at Swan 
Lake not at Fountain Groce State 
Wildlife Area because the birds 
are widely scattered. 
In addition, there are 1,350 Can­ 
ada geese and 855 Blue and Snow 
at Swan Lake and 1.050 Canada 
geese at Fountain Grove. 
Vaught has warned that ducks
